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‘YHAT’S WRONG WITH 
CO-OPERATION ? 


THE COMING CO-OPERATIVE 
ACT. 


Whilst rumour is busy with speculation re- 
garding the  ,ersonnel of the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation, not so much attention 
is, apparently, being devoted by publicists to 
the projected Co-operative Act, which the 
Minister for Agriculture mentioned as being 
to some extent a complementary measure to 
the Agricultural Credit Act, under which 
that Corporation is to function. The Co- 
operative Act may well prove, however, to be 
the more important of the two. Unquestion- 
ably, its provisions must affect the working 
of the earlier Act. It must also bear upon 
the recent scheme for the taking over by 
co-operatives of proprietary creameries 
through the use of the State credit. It is 
likely, too, to affect the future course of the 
Irish co-operative movement. The point the 
Minister for Agriculture made in the Dail last 
session, that there should be a more adequate 
and equitable allocation of the financial 
burden borne in the creameries carrying on 
large businesses, suggests that the capitalising 
of the co-operative dairying movement will 
receive attention. This opens up fundamental 
questions, not only regarding creamery busi- 
ness itself—a most important matter for all 
our dairy farmers—but it also affects the 
bases of the farmers’ co-operative movement 
as a whole. In fact, it involves the question: 
“What is agricultural co-operation?’ Co- 
operation is used in a very vague sense in 
these countries, and for the purposes of this 
inquiry it requires specific, 1f not exact, 
definition. In the co-operative movement, as 
now run by the 1.A.0.S., ‘and as regulated 
by rules based on the experience of the Co- 
operative Union in England, there is a 
definite and detailed significance attaching to 
'“co-operation.” In the Year Book, issued ly 
the Horace Plunkett Foundation, dealing with 
‘agricultural co-operation in the British Em- 
pire,” the principles which govern properly 
constructed co-operative societies are dls- 
cussed. 

What Co-operation Is. 

Briefly summarised, they cover eight 
points. (1) In these societies, unlike joint 
stock companies, voting is by membership 
and not by the number of shares held; thus 
the principle is accepted of ‘‘ one man, one 
vote.” (2) There is a self-imposed limitation 
of interest on capital in each of these societies, 
(3) It is held that such societies do not make 
‘* profits,” and that the credit balance, which 
corresponds to profit in a joint stock com- 
pany. must be distributed amongst the mem- 
bers in proportion to the amount of business 
each has done with his society, unless the so- 
called profits are temporarily put to reserve. 
(4) That no member may have a dominating 
financial interest in a society, individual share- 
holding must not exceed £200. (5) It Is an 
obligation on every member to transact all his 
business, of the nature for which his society 
exists, with that society. (6) As each member 
participates fully in the profits of the enter- 
prise, he must bear his proper share fn the 
financial burden; that is, he must take an 
agréed number of shares. (7) The society 
must deal only with its members. (8) It must 
keep its share lists open; that is to say, it 
must not become an exclusive or ‘‘ closed ' 
corporation. Now, it may reasonably be 
asked how far do the Irish societies fulfil these 
obligations and conditions. In theory, they 
{fulfil all of them, except the condition which 
obliges societies to transact business with 
their own members exclusively. But in 
practice? Take numbers 6 and 8. Mr. Hogan 
has pointed out that the financial burdens are 
not equally shared by the-members, the fact 
being that a few public spirited men are 
allowed to take too heavy a burden upon 
themselves in the general interest, a burden 
of which in time they inevitably tire. 
This is one of the matters requiring adjust- 
ment, and we conjecture it will be found to 
have a prominent place in the new legislation. 
It has been found. too, that, although 
the rules of societies. as issued bv the 
I.A.0.8., provide for open membership ‘n 
fact, the admission of new members after a 
society has got to work and begun to make 
profits is infrequent, and the rule to admit 
them is mainly honoured in the breach. The 
Government’s policy involves that, if the 
State is to make itself in some measure re- 
sponsible for the financing of c»y-operation, 
these are matters requiring its attention.

Whether, indeed. the principles laid down 
here as applicable to productive co-opera- 
tion would in all cases be suitable for rural 
societies carrying on a distributive business 
is, however, a question on which opimon 
mav prove to be divided. It is, for instance, 
expedient to see that a producers’ society in- 
cludes all the persons who can reasonably 
come into it. 
to debar those who will not do so from par- 
ticipating In its advantages. A distributors’ 
or consumers’ society, however, requires to 
handle a sufficient output to ensure that it 
can make profits and carry on effectively. It 
is not always easy nor expedient for it to 
refuse trade which may be offered by people 
living in its vicinity who while prepared to 
deal with it, will not contribute to its 
shareholding. For this and other reasons we 
think it would be expedient if the first Co- 
operative Act did not attempt to provide for 
all conceivable contingencies, but left it 
open for future Acts to deal with aspects of 
the co-operative movement not concerned with 
ereameries or co-operative production in 
general. Thus, we think that there would 
be a good deal to be said for legislation by 
instalments. There is, too, a large and very 
wide field for speculation and discussion in 
regard to the limits of State compulsion in 
the Irish or, indeed, any co-operative move- 
ment. The Act must, of course. place 
limits’ and devise safeguards in the disposal 
of State finances or credits. But should not 
its functions be limited to these’? The 
lesson of Denmark isthatthe organisation of 
an industry must mainly be Jeft in the hands 
of thbse ‘who are organising. In this country 
that is the farmers themselves, with the aid 
of their voluntary organising body, the 
LA.G.S. But Queensland and South Africa 
are experimenting in other directions. A 
binding type of egislation not favoured in 
these islands, those States have decided on. 
and it may take a little time before we are 
able to gain from their experience.

GROWING IMMUNE 
POTATOES. 


ENSURING PURITY. 


As the result of experiments carried out in 
Northern Ireland last’ Year,” the following 
suggestions are offered for the guidance of 
potato growers in the replacing of susceptible 
by immune varieties :— 

To replace. Up-to-Date and Arran Chief 
grown for export—Arran Consul, Great Scot 
and Majestic. 

To replace Arran Chief grown for home 
consumption—Arran Victory and Kerr’s Pink. 

To replace British Queen—Great Scot and 
Arran Comrade. 

To replace Skerrv—Arran Victory, Kerr’s 
Pink and Golden Wonder. 

For gardens :— 

For early digging—Di Vernon, Edzell Blue, 
Arran Comrade and Great Scot. | 

Main Crop—Kerr’s Pink and Arran Victory. 

To secure and maintain the purity of 
potato stocks special attention should be 
given to the following points :— 

Buy seed only which is the produce of crops 
which have been certified as pure. Make a 
careful examination of the crops during their 
period of growth and remove all ‘‘ rogues.”’ 

Have the crops inspected each year. Pre- 
vent waste potatoes from getting into the 
manure heap. If potatoes are grown more 
often than once in four vears in the rotation, 
the same variety on the same land,

Varieties frequently, get 
mixed when a second variety is scattered by 
the digger over the ground from which a 
different variety has been dug. 

Where seed potatoes are boxed the 
‘‘ rogues ” can frequently be distinguished by 
the colour of the sprout. ‘The seed when 
sprouted should be carefully examined and 
the “ rogues ” removed. 

Exercise sufficient care in handling and 
storing potatoes to prevent different varieties 
from getting mixed,

Market your Birds at the Right Stage.— 
Market chickens while they are chickens; 
don’t keep them until the cockerels have 
grown combs and spurs and the pullets have 
started to lay. Surplus birds of light breeds, 
such as Leghorns, are best sold as petiis 
poussins or ‘‘asparagus’’ chicken. 

Study Market Demand.—For example, the 
best trade for petits POUSSING is In March 
and April; asparagus chicken is from April 
to June; spring chicken is from April to 
July. 

Send only Well-conditioned. Birds. — Thin 
birds are not wanted on the market. Un- 
finished birds carry an undue proportion of 
bone and offal to flesh and are of inferior 
quality. 

Sell by Weight and Quality.—This is fairer 
to all concerned than sale by the head and 
gives a. better indication of market values. 

If you Market Dressed Fowls: Fast them 
before Killing.—The fasting period should be 
from 12 to 24 hours; fasting empties the crop 
and jintestines and retards subsequent decom- 
position. Kill them by dislocating the neck 
and rough pluck them at once 

Sort the Feathers.—While plucking, 
the feathers into white body feathers, 
coloured body feathers, quills.

coloured feathers. Keep the stubs (pin- 
feathers) away from other feathers. In singe- 
ing, it will be found that methylated spirit 
vives a clean flame and does not discolour the 
skin. The flame from a gas ring is equally 
suitable. After cleaning and shaping, grade 
your consignments as far as practicable 
according to size, quality and colour of flesh 
and pack systematically and attractively. 
Brand non-returnable packages on the out- 
side with vour own mark and with the class, 
grade, number and net weight of the contents. 


SUCCESSFUL CORK SHOWS. 


The Munster Agricultural Society obtained 
a profit of £379 15s. 6d. on the year’s work- 
ing in 1927. The Spring Show at Cork re- 
sulted in a profit of £148 18s. 10d., and the 
Summer Show in one of £1,000 7s. 3d. lí this 
spell of good fortune continues the Society, 
of which Mr. J. Byrne is Secretary, will 
soon be in a position to effect further im- 
provements in the showvard. 

In this connection it maybe noted that 
entries for the Societv is Rull Show and Sale 
on the 22nd and 24rd inst. exceed those of 
last year by 40. Amongst the exhibitors 
are small farmers who have given up half- 
breds for pure-bred. Nevertheless, half-breds 
show an increase, as also do Aberdeen Angus, 
with Shorthorns the same as a year ago. Alto- 
gether the catalogue contains good material 
suitable for milch and meat cattle raisers, 
North and South. 


In addition to its other activities, the Co. 
Cork Farmers’ Union 1s endeavouring to find 
a profitable market in England for potatoes. 
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motion the machinery of State to oblige a 
minority to come into the pool with them. 
In considering these points it is well to 
remember that legislation once enacted is not 
easily repealed. This argues either that 
legislation should -preceed, as we have sug- 
gested, by stages, or, alternatively, that it 
should not be put into force hurriedly and 
too much in advance of public opinion, unless 
the legislation is so provisional in its frame- 
work as to be eastly adaptable afterwards, in 
the light of further experience, to necessary 
change. One phase, indeed, of th® pro- 
jected legislation is urgent. The work 
already done in bringing into the co-operative 
movement those dairying areas hitherto ex- 
cluded from its useful operations is being 
speeded up. This requires leyislative enact- 
ment to complete it. But if this country is 
to become, as we hope it will, a model for 
others to follow in its agricultural co-opera- 
tive legislation, no further haste than is 
called for by the urgency of any practical 
scheme requiring immediate realisation should 
be attempted. 


The Good-will of the Producers. 


Where the good-will of the producers is 
essential to the success of a scheme being put 
into operation for their benefit by the State, 
it is, above all things, necessary that they 
should understand what is being done for 
them and have opportunity to think it ‘out. 
We believe this result will be best effected 
if the first Co-operative Act to be framed 
only covers urgent matters and is flexible 
enough to be capable of revision after- 
wards. The natural temptation to have a 
wholly comprehensive and fully adequate Act 
should not, we think, be yielded to. Compre- 
hensiveness should follow on a knowledge cf 
the actual needs. of producers in various 
fields; adequacy will grow with the light of 
experience, whose ultra violet rays are 
essential to industrial health. Whilst we 
would deprecate too hurried decisions, we 
urge no hard and fast, or merely theoretical 
considerations at this stage. There is nothing 
“wrong” with co-operation “in Ireland 
beyond the need of more cf it, and the great

INTENSIVE. GRAZING 
~~. RESULTS. 


TWO COWS TO EVERY ACRE 


‘The fact that by certain treatment grass 
can be obtained a month earlier than usual is 
one that should appeal to steck-owners gene- 
rally. Several experiments “in this connection 
are being carried out in Ireland, and, for this 
reason, the experience of intensified grazing 
related by Mr. Wm. Brunton at a meeting of 
the Farmers’ Club in London on Monday is 
worth relating. In the course of his address, 
Mr. Brunton said that 27 acres. were sub- 
divided into six paddocks, three of five acres 
and three of four acres each. The previous 
stock-carrying capacity of the farm was one 
cow per 1} acres for the normal grazing season 
of about 22 weeks, or 150 days. The only 
manuring that this land had had in the past 
was 4 dressing of slag every third or fourth 
year, and. wf course. the droppings of a herd 
of about bh milk cows. Part of the area had 
been used as a horse paddock. and, in conse- 
quence, was reugh and patchy. 

This land, like other in the district, has a 
high hime deficiency, and, therefore, if inten- 
sive treatment was to be adopted liming was 
essential to obtain the best results. Bulling- 
ham carbonate of lime was applied at the rate 
of 24 tons per acre during the latter end of 
December, and early in January a dressing 
of phosphates and potash was applied (5 ewts. 
per acre superphosphate and 4 cwts. per acre 
kainit). 

The land was thoroughly harrowed at this 
stage, and with excellent results, a great deal 
of rough and semi-decayed vegetable matter 
being torn out in the rough patches. 

Early in February the first paddock was 
dressed with sulphate of ammonia at the rate 
of 1 ewt. per acre-; the second and other pad- 
docks were similarly treated at weekly inter- 
vals. The object of varying the dates of ap- 
plication was to obtain a sequence of growth 
on the different paddocks. 


Grazing in March. 


There was sufficient grass on the first pad 
dock for ewes and lambs by March 15th. The 
cows were turned out on April 8th. This was 
about five weeks earlier than in any previous 
vear, for until about the second week in May 
there was never sufficient grass for them. 

As each paddock became ready, It was 
crazed for three or four days by cows in milk ; 
when these were moved on to the next it was: 
cleared up by dry cows, stere stock, and 
horses. 3 

The reason that milking cows are not used 
for completing the grazing is because they 
vould take too much time in filling them- 
selves, Horses make excellent scavengers 
when included with store stock or sheep. 
When the paddocks are eaten bare the first 
or second time grazed uniform growth is en- 
sured later on. . Clean grazing and efficient 
harrowing after each grazing to spread the 
droppings ensures an even and level growth 
for the next time round. 

Onan average. it takes from twenty to 
thirty dayS' for the grass’yafter it has been 
bared down to recover and be ready for graz- 
ing again, the period varying according to 
prevailing weather conditions. In this way, 
the dairy cows, followed by the store stock 
and horses. were grazed on the six paddocks 
until the 10th October. 

The total crazing period was 185 days, as 
compared with 150 for previous years. 
have, therefore, shortened my winter by five 
weeks. This does not include the additional 
grazing that I had early in the vear for my 
ewes and lambs, nor the grazing for 100 hogs 
Which were carried from October 10th until 
December 3Slst. 

The average number of cows 
on the 27 acres was 46. Counting in the 
horses and store stock this was equal to 0.58 
acres per cow. This compares with approxi- 
mately 1, acres per cow on the same area 
previously. The stock-carrying capacity was, 
therefore, more than doubled. 


Milk Produced. 


The amount of milk produced 731.4 
gallons per acre, and this was obtained with 
use of less concentrated food to the 
amount of £164, or over £3 per cow. The 
cost of fencing, water. manuring and labour 
amounted to £3 18s. 9d. per acre. This must 
be added to the cost of my grazing previous 
to the experiment, which, of course, includes 
rent, rates, etc.—a figure of £3 10s. 6d. per 
acre. The total cost per acre of the pad- 
docks was. therefore, £7 9s. 5d. Dr. Ruston, 
of Leeds University, who costed the farm, 
has pointed out that though the figure is 
high the returns obtained would have justified 
a still greater expenditure to the amount of 
£2 14s. 9d. per acre. 

In the autumn of 1926 I decided to extend 
the area because of the excellent results 
during the grazing season. I, therefore, took 
two paddocks of 4 acres each and treated 
these on the same lines as the other six. 
Another paddock of 4 acres was added, but 
this was treated with phosphates only. 

As in the previous autumn a basal dressing 
of phosphates and potash was applied in the 
autumn of 1926. but the two new paddocks 
had lime in addition. The paddocks received 
an average of three dressings. of nitrogen 
during the season, the first dressing being 
applied early in February, and the other 
two in May and August, respectively. As in 
the previous vear the paddocks received their 
dressings in sequence. 

In, 1927 the cows 
paddocks on April 2nd, and grazing con- 
tinued till October 26th. As the paddocks 
provided more grass I mowed Paddock No. 1 
for hay and obtained 8 tons 15 ewt. 

The 36 acres (paddocks 1-8) have provided 
9,791 grazing days, or 0.72 acres, carried one 
cow for 200 days, and, in addition, 8 tons 
15 cwt. hay were obtained. Paddock No, 9. 
which received no nitrogen, provided 760 
grazing days, or approximately 1 acre was 
required to keep a cow over the same period, 
but produced no hay in addition. Further, 
it is interesting to note that Paddock Ne. 9 
was not grazed until May 17th, or six weeks 
later than Paddock No. 1.

In the course of some general observations, 
Mr. Brunton said that no difficulty was ex- 
perienced from the treading of a large 
number of cows on a small area. ‘The 
droppings were spread with a grass harrow. 
One of the greatest advantages of the scheme 
was that it lengthened the grazing period. 

Instead of turning the cows out the second 
week in Mav they were turned out the first 
week in April, and, in addition, better graz- 
ing was obtained in October. It has saved 
concentrated food and roots. Hay usually 
fed in April took the. place of cotton cake 
in summer. It also enabled Mr. Brunton to 
reduce his root-area and devote some of his 
arable land to the production of hay and 
other saleable ‘crops. In. 19277. he had six 


iacres increase in the temporary .séeds for 


mowing, and four acres potatoes. ‘This pro: 
duced under intensive manuring 18 tons hay 
and 48 tons potatoes. The potatoes increased 
his sales, and the growing of the hay de- 
creased his labour bill by £8 per acre on 
that area.

INSURING AGAINST DISEASE. 


In connection with their loans for the pur- 
chase of premium tLtulls this season, the De- 
partment of Agriculture announce that in 
view of an arrangement with their insurance 
company, all bulls purchased under this 
scheme will in future be insured against 
death, and also against the risk of the 
animals proving, in the opinion of the De- 
partment, useless for breeding purposes by 
reason of infertility, accidental injuries cr 
disease. To secure this the premium for 
insurance will now be 5 per cent., as com: 
pared with 4 per cent. in recent years. 

The effect of this change will be that, 
where the Department are satisfied that a 
bull has proved unfruitful, or, through 
accident or disease, is useless for breeding 
purposes, the Department, with the concent 
of the insurance company, may order. its sale 
for beef, or destruction. Any sum realised 
for the carease will be deducted from the 
amount recoverable under the insurance 
policy. This arrangement is applicable only 
to cases where the cefects of the bull have 
been reported to the Department, and where 
definite written 1ustructions hav» been issued . 
as to the disposal of the animal. Tt is 
understood that any private individual 
buying for cash at shows can arrange for 
insurance on the same lines for an extra 2 
per cent. 

The scheme of loans for the purchase of 
non-premium bulls has now been withdrawn, 
and loans will be granted only for the pur- 
chase by approved selected aj plicants of bulls 
provisionally passed for premiums.

LARGE BROWN EGGS. 


Mrs. Mahony, a Dublin member of the 
3ritish Barnevelder Club, writes to point out 
that though only five years in existence the 
Society has increased its membership, and 
that Princess Mary, Viscountess Lascelles, 
has become a life member. Mrs. Mahony 
states that Barnevelders have been successful 
in laying competitions. As to type, the 
cock ought to weigh 7-8 lbs., the cockerel 
6-7 lbs., hens 6-7 lbs., and pullets 5-6 Ibs. 
White in Jobe, squirrel tail, crooked toes, 
leathery or grey legs, roach back and badly 
deformed breast bones are all considered 
serious defects, white under-colour being a 
minor defect.

Mrs. Mahony adds —lI 
always take care to supply extra moisture 
particularly during the last week. I do not 
Put too many eas under a hen. so that she 
can well cover them. The eggs should be 
Íresh and from a sound stock, so that the 
chickens may have strength to break through 
the thick shell. When once out the chickens 
are very hardy, and are no trcuble to rear.”

FOR ENGLAND.

‘Jt is stated in responsible quarters that 
finance has been secured for the erection this 
vear of a group of four new beet sugar 
factories in Lincolnshire, Somersetshire, Bed. 
fordshire, and Staffordshire, respectively, sub- 
ject. to sufficient. guarantees by farmerswf an 
adequate acreage of sugar-beet to support the 
factories being forthcoming. Each factory 
would require a minimum of about 10,000 
acres.of sugar-beet. 

Sugar-beet, it is pointed out by the British 
Ministry of Agriculture, is a direct revenue- 
producing crop, and hag the further advantage 
that it can replace mangels and turnips in 
the rotation without detriment to the sup- 
plies of animal food. This is clear when it is 
remembered. thaf the by-products of engar- 
beet—leaves, crowns, and dried pulp—bulk 
largely per acre, and form a valuable source 
of food both for cattle and sheep. 

It should be remembered also that on some 
of the larger and most successful arable farms 
in Germany, which carry considerable acreages 
of sugar-beet, no crop whatsoever is grown 
specifically for consumption by live stock.

What .is needed in Ireland, and is 
possible with development of the inshore 
fisheries, Mr. Cooke says, is a system of 
speedy distribution by motor vehicles 
which run over every road in Ireland 
to-day, and the establishment of new 
markets, and here he thinks the Ministry 
of Fisheries can be of great help to the 
fishermen.

Commissioner in London, the Free 
State has a Minister at Washington 
and ‘‘ Trade Commissioners’’ in Brussels, 
Paris and one or two other capitals.

The Fisherman’s Needs. 

The value of ‘fish caught in the waters 
of the Irish Free State amounts to about 
£1,000,000 annually. Half of this total 
represents the returns of inland fisheries 
and half the returns of-sea fisheries. It 
is evident that, even in their present 
undeveloped state, the Free State fisheries 
are a national asset.of substantial import- 
ance.. Duly: organised, they ought to be 
second only to agriculture in the national 
economy. Yesterday,'in an address to the 
Irish Geographical Association, Mr. John 
Cooke discussed the potential wealth of 
Irish waters, ‘He reminded his hearers 
that herring can be caught at varying 
points around the Irish coast all the year 
round; that ‘mackerel shoals enter the 
coastal waters twice a year, and that cod, 
‘ling, hake, haddock, and the more valu- 
able flat fish abound. It is sufficient com- 
mentary on the neglect of Nature’s bounty 
that fewer than 2,500 men are whole-time 
fishermen upon the Free State coast. 
Four-fifths of those who glean the seas are 


The United States Government has ex- i men who depend on petty farms for their 


chief sustenance, and fish only at seasons 
of shoal. Of 3,200 vessels employed with 
greater or less regularity, only seven 
are craft of over 200 tons. Erx- 
perience goes to show that the fishermen 
of the western coast lack initiative for 
the spontaneous improvement of their 
equipment, and that State guidance is 
necessary. We are far from the day when 
Irishmen will emulate Englishmen and 
Scots, Bretons, Scandinavians and -New- 
foundlanders in the practice of deep sea 
fishery. As Mr. Cooke said, we need not 
look to Irish fishermen to reap in deep 
waters from Iceland*to Morocco. The 
inshore waters must remain, at least for 
the lifetime of this generation, the source 
of the Irish sea-fisherman’s livelihood. 
What measures, then, must be taken to 
secure satisfaetory markets for the harvest 
of Mr. Cooke declares “that 
““an almost 
insatiable market ” for fish. Irish people, 
he says, omit fish “from their diet 
simply because it so difficult to 
be obtained. Canned salmon from 
another hemisphere may be _ bought 
in any Irish inland town, but not 
fresh herring from Howth or Galway, We 
are somewhat dubions of the validity of 
this part of Mr, Cooke’s reasoning. 
Canned fish finds a ready sale, it is true; 
bat canned -fish needs no. preparation for 
the table. The -slovénly ‘can produce a 
fish meal by the.simple process of empty- 
ing a tin into a dish; and, therefore, the 
canned salmon is -ever welcome. On the 
other hand, fresh fish is little bought, 
even in Dublin, where-it-can'be obtained 
by all who seek it. The absence of fish 
from the typical Dublin table is due -to 
the same cause as the absence of fruit and 
nuts—a: low standard of living and of 
taste and culinary indolence. - Further 
evidence of the true cause of a poor fish 
market may be found in the rural districts 
neighbouring on the fisheries. There, while 
salted fish stands in some demand, fresh

Motor 
transport also may be of great service to 
the fisheries by enabling the catch to be 
hurried across Ireland for export to the 
British consumer.

Ashes Under Uricon. 


Seventy years ago the little town of 
Wroxeter, near Shrewsbury, discovered 
that it stood on the ruins of a Roman 
city which once had been important. 
Scholars, of course, had known that 
Uriconium, posted on Watling street—the 
great Roman road into Wales, which is 
followed closely by the lines of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway— 
was an early centre of the Roman power. 
Uricon, the city, stood where Wroxeter 
stands to-day, but, unlike most of the 
other Roman centres in Britain, it has 
given poor rewards to the modern spade. 
The normal ravages of time are not to be 
blamed for this poverty. Research during 
the last fifty years has shown that at the 
end of the fourth century or the begin- 
ning of the fifth—when Rome's own walls 
were threatened and ‘her day in England 
was nearly done—Uriconium was sacked 
and turned with terrific. thoroughness.: 
Hardly one stone was left upon another, 
and nearly every sign of ‘the Roman 
citizen’s leisured luxury was abolished. 
The identity of the invaders is in doubt. 
They may have poured down from the 
Welsh hills. or from the northern wilds. 
A fascinating theory of recent Irish. 
scholarship suggests that Uriconium was 
destroyed by Nial of the Nine Hostages 
when he carried havoc into Wales from 
Ireland. The ‘puzzle, is increased by the 
latest results of excavation.

IN DAIRY STOCK. 
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The opinion was expressed at the 
annual meeting of the Irish Cattle 
Traders’ and Stockowners’ Association, in 
Dublin last night, that, although the 
vesuits of trading in 1927 were not en- 
couraging, the cattle trade had turned the 
corner, and that the most encouraging sign 
of all was the increase of over 50,000 dairy 


cattle in the Irish Free State during the} 


past vear. This showed 
industry was expanding, and that in 
future the country would have a larger 
supply of young cattle and of a better 
quality than heretofore. 

Serious complaint was made 
effect of the heavy freight charges. 

HIGH CHARGES. 

Mr. Matthew Bruton, who presided, stated 
that. for those interested in the producing 
and handling of live stock, the year 1927 was 
a very trying one. Prices of stock were 
virtually at the pre-war level; yet all 
charges to be borne by the trade remain 
much the same as during the war period. 
The cost of handling runs from 100 to 200 
per cent. and, in the case of cattle shipped, 
up to 300 per cent. above the pre-war scale, 
and this, with other extra charges, leaves 
producers very little encouragement to con- 
tinue in business. Yet it must be recognised 
that the live stock industry was one of the 
most important sources of national wealth, 
and that the excessive burden of freights 
and charges on live stock transit, together 
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their fat cattle reputation. If those im- 
mature catfie were held over and got some 
hand. feeding or stall feeding until the scarce 
season, it would insure a more uniform price 
the whole year round, and give a continuity 
of supply, which was a very important con- 
sideration. 
THE BETTER OUTLOOK. 

Mr. William Field, who was warmly wel- 
comed to the meeting, stated that the most 
important animal industry of the country 
had a much better. outlook. Prices were 
hardening for stores and fat stock. It was 
said that there are eleven million less catile 
in America, while the population was in- 
creasing, and also in nearly every other 
country. If this statement was correct, with 
improved breeding to suit the demand for 
smaller animals, careful and quicker tran- 
sport, with reduced rates, increased volume 
of finer and finished stock, those interested 
as breeders, feeders, and farmers might anti- 
cipate a fair margin of profit in the imme- 
diate future. 

With the expert care and close attention 
given by the Departmeat of Agriculture, 
when coupled with the active co-operation of 
those engaged in the business, there \ 
every reason why this country should be able 


is 
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to suevessfully compete with al! comers in 
supplying this meat at reasonable prices 
home and British consumers. 

MORE. CO-OPERATION NEEDED. 
Senator O'Connor said that during 
past few years the cattle trade had 
through a very bad period, but he 
that they had now turned the corner. 
always believed that with the proper kind cf 
live stock Ireland could beat any country in 
the world. With regard to compensation for 
tuberculous cattle, he claimed that animals 
slaughtered in the public interest should be 
paid for out of the public purse. The same 
principle held with regard to cattle 
slaughtered in connection with foot-and- 

mouth disease orders. 

. With regard to Irish cattle slaughtered at 
English landing places, he contended that 
the English Government was responsible, but 
that body, under a Veterinary Order, 
claimed responsibility. He thought that tn 
this there should be a greater spirit 
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with harassing restrictions as to export, had | 


an injurious effect on the well-being of their 
agriculturists which can scarcely be over- 
estimated 

The prevalence of foot-and-mouth 
in Great Britain and the restrictions 
quent theréen had inflicted untold hardship 
and on many engaged in the cattle 
export trade. The ordinary risks of business 
and its anxieties were multiplied a hundred 
fold for the cattle trader who shipped cattle 
fo Great Britain under existing conditions. 

THE GOVERNMENT SCHEME. 

Tt was regrettable that the Department of 
Agriculture in the Free State, in conjunction 
with the ecerresponding Ministries in Nor- 
thern Ireland and Great Britain, could not 
have arrived at a more satisfactory solution 
cf this problem than. that of a fund raised 
by a compulsory levy on every anunal ex- 
ported from this country, which must, of 
course, be paid by the exporter, and ulti- 
mately bv the farmers of Iveland. ‘The 
scheme outlined by the Government removes 
one of the most serious risks of the cattle 
exporter, and incidentally should be of benefit 
to the cattle trade in general. It should, 
however, be remembered that cattle traders 
are being asked to bear a burden which 
ought to be a public charge. 

Cattle traders were greatly disappointed 
that no reduction in railway charges has vet 
been made, He did think that a reasonable 
reduction of railway rates would lead to a 
more extensive use of the railways for car- 
riage of live stock, so as to benefit the cattle 
trade, and at the same time cause no loss 
of net revenue to the railwavs 

THE FUTURE OF THE 3RADE.

APPEAL ON BEHALF OF 
BETHANY HOME. 


At the aunual meeting of the friends and 
subscribers of Bethany Home (Dublin Prison 
Gate and Midnight Mission), held yesterday, 
the Hon, Treasurer (Mr. McDonald) reported 
that the total income for the year 
£1,710, and the expenditure £1,337, but the 
income included some of the capital realised. 
The overdraft had been reduced from £2,347 
to £972. 

The report, submitted by the Rev. E, J. 
Young, made a special appeal for a new fund 
to enable suitable homes to be got for the 
children when they leave the Home—sur- 
roundings in which they could be visited by 
the workers and where Christian influences 
prevailed. Sixty children were dealt with 
during the year. The Home is capable of 
caring for twenty at one time. 

The Rev. R. RE. Hanna, D.D. 
Moderator, proposing the adoption of the 
reports, said that the problem that the 
Bethany Home was dealing with was no new 
problem, but it was bigger and more acute 
than ever. It was a matter for profound 
gratitude to have such a Home, where the 
most painful problem of modern civilisatior: 
was being deait with. The work was never 
more hopeful than at present. Their future 
depended to a large extent on the financiai 
heip forthcoming, and he specially appealed 
to the Christian people of the State to see 
that the little children were cared for. He 
trusted that the law relating to fatherhood 
in the Free State would be changed; for ac 
was immoral that a father went free, and 
that the whole support of ‘he child fell on 
the mother. The Home was open to wome. 
from all parts of Ireland, and he was per 
fectly certain that that Home had given 
many a down-trodden woman hope. He com- 
mended its work to the people of Ireland 
(Hear, hear.) 

The Rev.’ H. Watson, seconding, said that 
if they had not such a Home, the Church of 
Christ in the Free State would find that 
it had left out a most important work. The 
alternative with regard to children he did 
not like to contemplate: if they had not the 
Home the children would be sent out into the 
world with the brand of Cain.

slander’? If it is not, does it not afford some 
explanation of the changed attitude towards 
Bishop Gore which resulted in the postpone- 
ment of the Church of Ireland Conference? 

The Bishop of Killaloe states : ‘‘ The pro- 
posed Church Congress and its postponement 
are no business of mine.” ‘Those who are 
ae EEA go on published statements for their 
information find it difficnlt to reconcile this 
Statement with the declaration of the Irish 
bishops referred to in your columns, that 
they had no responsibility for inviting 
Bishop Gore. Is not the Bishop of Killaloe 
made, by implication at least, a party to this 
statement? Why was it issued unless the 
bishops felt that to accept responsibility 
— in some way compromise their position 
before their people? 

Bishop Gore has for years advocated a view 
of the Holy Communion which has for its 
central teaching that we receive in that Sacra- 
ment the vital essence of Christ’s manhood. 
Quite recently he has acknowledged the diff- 
culty of reconciling his view that the institu- 
tion of Holy Communion contained all the 
essentials of the latter feast with the fact 
that at the time our Lord’s glorified body 
was not In existence. He holds the doctrine 
of the presence of the glorified body of our 
Lord in the elements, and this is as contrary 
to our Articles as the theory of Aquinas. 

Concerning Dr. Gore, Dean Inge recently 
wrote : ‘‘These three thousand priests, headed 
Weir a “Ad repudiated 
the doctrine of the Church of England as set 
forth in its official formularies, and have 
signed a declaration of faith which a Roman 
Catholic expert pronounces thoroughly satis- 
factory.” The declaration: contains the fol- 
lowing statement: ‘‘ We hold that by con- 
secration the bread and wine are changed and 
become the true body and blood of Christ, 
and we hold that Christ thus present, is to.be 
adored.'' 

Unless the Bishop of Killaloe is prepared 
to prove that in this declaration of Dean 
Inge Bishop Gore is slandered, there is here 
ample justification for the action of Irish 
Churchmen, not, indeed, in refusing to hear 
the bishop, but in refusing to bring him over

Sarn,—The ‘‘ well-known member of the 
Bar’ who was interviewed. by your corre- 


' spondent on the 3lst ult. is plainly astray on 


the subject of costs. If a debtor has been 
served with a special default process for the 


local District Court for an amount, say, 


| between.£10 and £25, the costs payabie would

be £1 9s. Od. If he is sued in 
Court, the costs of the summons 
amount to exactly 1s. more, the profit to the 
solicitor adopting the latter remedy Leig con- 
siderably less. Admittedly, the costs of a 
judgment in-the High Court are higher, but 
a good deal of this is due to the fact that 
the stamps on the District Court decree are 
only 1s. 6d., whereas on a High Court judg- 
ment they are £1 4s. Od. At no time in. my 
experience—and I have .been a solicitor for 
over twenty years—have 1 heard of a solicitor 
demanding or receiving £35 for the costs of a 
writ where the amount involved is £10. Such 
a figure has never been legally payable, as 
the fee allowed under the old rules for a 
debt over £10 and under £20 was £1 17s. 6d. 
Your informant is approximately correct in 
stating that the costs of a judgment in the 
High Court for a debt over £20 were £7, but 
a large proportion of this figure went into 
the pocket of the Government, and, after 
payment of service fees and other outlay, the 
balance received by the solicitor was often 
out of proportion to the services rendered. 
It is totally inaccurate to state that “' large 
were paid for costs by defendants to 
prevent judgments from being registered, 
‘costs which they were not bound to pay at 
all.” What exactly vour informant means 
by this is hard to understand. 
The real issue, raised in my previous letter, 
is now very adroitly evaded by your inform- 


the debtor resides in the country. If the 
present system is persisted in, I can see thie 
day fast approaching when solicitors and, of 
course, the Junior Bar will get very little 
work of this nature. On the other hand, if, 
as I have already respectfully. suggested, the 
1924 Act were amended, not only would it 
help the legal profession, but the ordinary 
business man, who, at the moment, is atl a 
loss to know what to do for the best.

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SWIFT AND STELLA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES 

Sin.—In your. issue of the 3lst ult. 
“]guotus,” commenting on the statement of 
“S ©.” in the contribution on ‘‘ Stella,’’ on 
the 28th ult., “ that Swift died in 1745 and 
was buried beside Stella,’’ says :—‘‘ It would 
be interesting to know if this actually took 
place.” The register of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral contains two entries as follows :— 

(1) “Jan. 30th, 1727. Esther Johnson 
interrd in the great Isle near the 
first Pillar upon the entrance to the 
Church to ‘the South Side of the 
West gate. ' i 

(2) ‘ The Revc. Pocr. Jonathan Swift, 
Late Dean of St. Patrick's, deceased 
Octr. the 19th. 1745; and was in- 

terrd the 22nd of the same, at the 
od Pillar from the West gate in the 
South side of the great Isle. 

These entries do not support the theory 
that Swift and Stella were buried beside one 
another. The tradition that they were buried 
in this manner rig “POS to have been cir- 
culated by William Maguire, who was sexton 
of the Cathedral for many years. It was 
supposed that his information was derived 
from the Dean’s servant, Richard Brennan. 

In the month of August, 1835, the British 
Association met in Dublin. It happened at 
that time that some alterations were being 
made iu the Cathedral, in the course of 
which some coffins were exposed to view, 
amongst others that of Swift, as attested by 
the coffin-plate, and another adjoining it, 
which. it would seem, was described by 
Maguire as Stella’s. Some members of the 
British Association, interested in phrenology, 
asked for and obtained the permission of 
Dean Dawson to examine Swift’s skull and 
also the skull in the adjoining coffin, and 
they were exhumed in the presence of Dr. 
John Houston, of the College of Surgeons. 
Both skulls were buried subsequently in 
Swift’s coffin. 

. In the year 1882, when the flags of the 

Cathedral were taken up, in order to put 

down tiles in their place, Swift’s remains 

were exposed once more, and a note was 
found in the coffin which read :— 

‘“Auy. ó, 1835—Doctor Swift grave
